C l e v e l a n d . Ohio, 
June IO.—There 
was a serious accident last evening at 
Beyerle’s park, a summer resort in the 
southern part of this city. 
At least 
0,000 pooplo had assembled to see a man 
jump from a cable stretched across a 
miniature 
artificial 
lake. 
People 
stood all around tho lake and a hundred 
or more were on a rustic foot-bridge 
about ten feet above the ground and ex­ 
tending from a bluff across the lako. 
The jumper made tho descent at about 
6:30 o’clock. 
He struck the water near 
the shore, and tho people on tho bridge 
made a rush for the place. 
Nearly all 
of them were massed on a thirty-five 
foot span adjoining the 
bluff. 
The 
structure fell with a crash, going down 
in the middle. 
The foot-paths under the bridge were 
crowded with people, and upon those the 
Umbels fell, while those on tile bridge 
wore thrown in a heap in the center of 
the span where it struck tho ground. 
At least twenty-tivo persons were in­ 
jured more or less seriously, but only 
eight were hurt so badly that they had 
to go to a hospital. 
Had the bridge broken over the lake 
the list of dead would have been alarm­ 
ingly large. 


CINCINNATI 
FLOODED. 


That City Visited by a D isastrous Storm 
—Many 
H ouses 
Unroofed. 


C i n c i n n a t i, Ohio, June 
16.—Cincin­ 
nati and the country for fifty miles 
around experienced a sensational storm 
yesterday. 
It began at noon and for 
more than an hour terrified thousands. 
The wind was severe, the lightning of 
a fierce disposition and alarming fre­ 
quency, and the rain fast, furious, and 
deluge-llke. 
As the shower grew heavier lightning 
began its work. 
All the three electric 
roads were rendered useless and miles 
of their wires were destroyed. 
The 
Hood along the Sycamore street cable, 
running through the most thickly popu­ 
lated portion of the city, was so great 
that the cars could not traverse tho 
streets and the road was temporarily 
abandoned. 
In fifteen minutes SOO telephone wires 
were burned out and one lady operator 
was dangerously hurt. 
The fire-alarm 
system was wrecked and lightning near­ 
ly rendered useless the new Cest street 
engine-house. 
Tile elegant residence of 
J. F. Carlson on Harrison avenue was 
knocked to pieces by tho samo bolt. 
Thirty-three houses were unroofed in 
the city, and in the lower portions of 
the city many thousand dollars’ damage 
was done to goods on the first floors of 
stores. 
Two people were blown off a 
shanty boat near the mouth of the 
Miami river and drowned and thousands 
of dollars of damage was done to coal 
boats and ti tuber-rafts. The Chesapeake 
& Ohio road loses $50,000 by wash-outs 
and landslides within fifty miles of the 
city.

Memorial from the Wool Consum ers’ Asso­ 
ciation to the Senate C om m ittee.

Consumers’ association. 
The memorial 
says: 
For the protection of the woolen man­ 
ufacture of the country, and for its res­ 
cue from a most hampered and de­ 
pressed condition, we ask for a great 
reduction or the total abolition of the 
duty oh wool. 
The system ot excluding wool by more 
or less prohibitory duties, involving 
still higher duties on woolens and wor­ 
steds, has been tried at a great cost to 
Hie consumer, .with destructive restric­ 
tions to the wool manufacturer, and 
without any compensating advantages 
to the wMi\ grower whatever. 
A freoseleetion from many varieties 
of wool is essential for the manufacture 
of the cloths required by the trade, and 
the exclusion of foreign wool so inter­ 
feres with the necessary supply of raw 
material as to reduce rather than 
In­ 
crease the quantity of American wooi 
used. 
Iii view of all these considerations we 
respectfully ask that, in recommending 
amendments to the pending tariff b ill. 
you will put wool and all raw materials 
on tho free list.

I d .—Information h a s 
been received here t h a t at La Puebla 
de Rugat, In the province of Valencia, 
fourteen deaths from Asiatic cholera 
have occurred. 
It is believed that the 
pestilence was brought into the province 
by soldiers recently from the North 
African garrison. 
Centa, the principal Spanish garrison 
town in Morocco, opposite to Gibraltar, 
has a Moorish quarter as well as a Span­ 
ish one. 
The 
sanitary arrangements 
are very bad. 
The port is frequented 
by small Levantine craft which take 
Moorish 
pilgrims 
on 
their 
way to 
Mecca 
to 
some 
of 
the 
Syrian 
ports, whence they go 
by caravan to 
their destination. 
Most of these cara­ 
vans are poorly provided with every­ 
thing and many of tile poorer fanatics 
who accompany them are in a state of 
utter filth throughout the journey. 
In 
Mecca vast crowds arc herded together 
and the more healthy African Moslems 
are brought into direct contact with the 
pilgrims from tho cholera-breeding re­ 
gions of India and central Asia. 
Recent reports from eastern Arabia 
and the valley of the Euphrates indi­ 
cated an outbreak of the scourge in 
those regions and it is highly probable 
that 
from 
there 
it 
reached 
Mecca, where some 
of the 
western 
pilgrims 
doubtless 
be-ame infected. 
The French authorities in Algeria sub­ 
ject Arab and Kabyle pilgrims return­ 
ing from Mecca to a vigorous quaran­ 
tine, but no systematic precautions are 
taken by the Spaniards 
in 
Centa. 
There is constant communication be­ 
tween the latter port and Valencia, 
Barcelona, Malaga. Alicante, and other 
southern Spanish towns. 
Physicians 
who have made a special study cl chol­ 
era have noted the fact that it lias fre­ 
quently entered Europe through Spain 
ami that it can be nearly always traced to 
Moorish pilgrims returning from Mecca.

An epidemic of Asiatic cholera in 
Europe this year now seems inevitable. 
For some time past 
it has been raging 
in Eastern Syria, especially in the val­ 
leys of the Tigris and Euphrates.

community I have been selecte I as the 
victim of the aggrieved parties.

last year m y life has been threatened by 
anonymous letters thrown into my y a rd .

reverend gentlemen htld the clot est at­ 
tention of his large congregation, and his 
every sentence indicated that be had 
given the subject matter careful stud}. 
He spoke substantially as fellows: — 


We come this evening to one of the 
most interesting inquiries that oan pos 
eibly confront us—“ How 
woilds are 
bom, and how they die.” 
What is the 
testimony of God’s word as to the Be 
ginning and End; and what is the deliv­ 
erance t f soionoe as to the birth and 
death of worlds? 
I . The bible is unequevooeily commit­ 
ted to the doctrine that this world had a 
beginning; and that it will have an end. 
It may be questioned whether the bible 
with equal clearness denies the eternity 
of matter, although the text, “ In the be­ 
ginning God created the heaven aDd the 
earth,” seems to commit the record t > 
that position, as the word bara found 
here and in forty five other pla es is ex­ 
actly represented by one English word, 
create. 
So also the author of the book 
of Hebrews seems to te a o t: 
“Through 
faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that 
things which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear.” 
The account of creation, as given in 
the first chapter of G<jneei3 is exactly in 
balmony in evt ry particular with the last 
deliverance of science. No scieLli ic a i - 
thonty baa objected to the order of that 
creative unfolding. 
Tho first event is 
creation; 
the thing created is matter, 
chaos, nebula; 
then 
light 
created, 
and light and darkness divided; then the 
tiramenfc separating se* aud cloud; then 
the separation cf land aud Boa; then the 
orca;im of tho vegetable kingdom— 
grasses, shrub?, 
trees—on the earth, 
creation of sun and moon; creation Of 
the animal kingdom in the sea, reptiles, 
bsh, fowl; land annual-’, and list i f all, 
man. 
/ 
It was Hugh Miller, the groat Scotch 
geologic, who 
suggested that Moses 
wrote this a.count of creation as a spec­ 
tator would have described it; and that 
hi J language is not scientific, but naturel 
and graphic; and the first man of Adam’s 
race and tho last linn will understand it 
exactly alike. But geology has Como for 
ward of 
late demanding much longer 
periods c f 
time fcr the creation than 
Moses seemed to allow. 
The effect of 
this has boon to cause theologians to ex­ 
amine and finally to modify their inter­ 
pretations, It is now nowhere believed 
that this world was created in one week, 
but through longgenlog cal periods; aud 
why this change of interpretation ? For 
two very good reasons; and 'mo was that 
geology certainly proved the 
world’s 
vary loDg history; and the other was that 
the bible did not deny it. 
The Hebrew 
word translated “ day” is found in the 
fellowing texts where it means, first 
twelve 
hours, secondly twenty-four 
hours, thirdly one week, and fourthly, a 
thousand years: 
Gen. I 5—And God called the light day. 
Gen. I 5—And the evening and the morning I 
were the first day. 
Gen. 2 4 -In the day that the Lord God made 
th • heavens and the earth. 
Pa. DC 4; and 2 Peter 3-8. 
Here then the bible famishes both the 
gtologio lime and the scientific method 
of the world s creation; and if wa deny 
its inspirat or, the uuexplauable mary: I 
is how Moses or anybody else conli have 
written with such scientific accuracy au 
account of creation tbiity-five hundred 
years ago! 
The scriptures are equally plain in their 
affirmation that tbii world will come to 
a n e n d . “ Heaven and earth ®hsli pass 
away;” ‘ But the day cf the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; m which 
the heavens shall pars away with a great 
uoise, Bod tho elements shall melt with 
fervent heat; the earth allo, and the 
works that are therein, shall be burned 
up.”—2 Pet., 3-10. Such is Fie testimony 
of the seriptre as to the creation and 
destruction of this world. 
2. Let us now ask what is tho discovery 
of science as to the origin and end of this 
globe. I do not fear to take my stand

The moons and smaller planet! wool J 
part with their heat fastest, cool t ff 
quickest, receive a solid crust and coma \ 
into a habitable condition first. 
Our 
moon and all the twenty moons of the 
ssstem have passed their habitable con­ 
dition a id are dead worlds. 
Mara and 
Murcury are also probably dead or dying 
worlds. 
The earth is inhabited; prob­ 
ably also Mara and Venus, J upitcr, S at­ 
urn, Eranus and Neptune, have probxl Iv 
not reached that condition. 
Astronomy tarnishes yon 
a bill of 
fire, out of wliiob to develope a wotlV 
Geology insists on beginning the, con 
struotion or the world by building a sol d 
crust around it. Chemistry says that 
since Ibis work! is twioe and a half as 
heavy as rock, it must be o imposed of 
iron; and so chemistry build four-fifths 
of this worfd of iroD, and put* its first 
deposit at the earth’s center. It liberates 
the giant Silicon to his mighty maw 
with other metal.1*, and then to pour this 
fiery compound of slag around this hear* 
of iron; and then it breaks and tears this 
mighty ocean c f slag into mountains aru 
caves, aud grinds it into soil aud sand;

other, the resisting medium found in 
ppace. 


This liuid »s bel eved to be diffused 
everywhere; but it is so subtle that its 
iutiaence upon a p lan ed orbital motion 
can not bo measured. 
Comets seem to 
afford the data by which the value of this 
resisting influence can bo known. Ob­ 
servations on Eacke’s and Biela's comets 
and othe s have demonstrated the fact 
that there is an ficceleiation cf speed, 
and a consequent shortening of periodic 
time, as would result if a resisting me­ 
dium were allowed to operate to cause 
these bodies to assume smaller orbit*. 
If this is true of comets, the same influ­
